I thank God to giv e u s a wish 
teacher from America to China.

And Miss Mu ir told me y ou are 
17 y ears old. I am v ery glad indeed, 
Becau se now I am 15 y ears old. 
I 
am 7 y ears old to come to Baldwin 
Memorial. 
Now I was 8 y ears old 
when I come first to 
the' school. 
Now Miss Mu ir was come to Nan 
Chang v re all v ery glad to get her. 
Ou r school has 50 pu pils. 
When 
Miss Mu ir come with u s play we all 
speak the Chinese to her, bu t she did 
not u nderstand.

cided to establish o n the mo st adv an­ 
tag eo us po ints o f the natio nal fo rests 
in the west a series o f lo o ko ut statio ns 
fro m which news o f the breaking o ut 
o f fo rest fires can be telepho ned to fo r­ 
est o fficials. 
Since all o f these statio ns will co m­ 
mand a v iew o f the co untry fo r miles 
aro und, the wo rk o f detecting and ex ­ 
ting uishing fires in their incipiency 
will by this plan be g reatly ex pedited, 
with the result that many tho usands 
o f do llars’ wo rth o f v aluable timber 
will be sav ed annually . 
In mo st o f the natio nal fo rest states 
the climate is v ery dry and the rain­ 
fall lig ht. Co nditio ns, therefo re, are re­ 
markably fav o rable fo r the spread o f 
fire, and ex trao rdinary dilig ence is nec­ 
essary in patro lling dang ero us areas. 
To administer the v ast a®ea included 
in the natio nal fo rests, appro x imately 
1 95,000,000 acres, the g o v ernment has 
abo ut 1 ,4 00 men in the field.
